ETROIT, May 26.—Fair activity in the automotive, 
steel and building industries have combined to pro- 
,duce general business conditions here comparing favorably 
with those a year ago at this time. 


Unemployment continues to les- 
sen, with the coming of warmer 
weather and the accompanying 
increase of activity in ou 
trades and trade in general. 
Some of the men who have gone 

back to work within the last 
weeks have apparently accumulated 
a little spending money and its 
use is stimulating retail business to 
some extent. 

The potency of the ’ 
concerning the malign influence of 
a presidential year on general busi- 
ness appears to be on the wane. At 


least. it has comparatively little 
present effect. When the campaign 
gets going in earnest, the old- 


timers may be able to shake a satis- 
fied head. A more serious influence 
on general conditions is the con- 
tinued stampede to the stock mar- 
ket to take a chance at getting rich 
over night—or to lose more than 
can be afforded. Speculators have

Moon Announces New 1929 | 


Standard 6-72 Roadster 


S* LOUIS, MO., May 26.—An- 
nouncement of a new 1929 
standard 6-72 roadster, with rum- 
ble seat, has just been made by 
the Moon Motor Car Company, 
here. The Standard 6-72 line is 
said to be a brand new series, and 
will be constructed on the same 
lines as the 6-72 Royal. 

The new 1929 roadster is now 
available in three color combina- 
tions—Chinese red and black, green 
and fawn, blue and straw. These 
combinations are set off by ivory 
door panels, with the entire upper 
surface and offset panels of the rear 
deck finished in colors contrasting 
to that of the body. 

Fenders are full crowned and fin- 


isned in lustrous black enamel}. Dust 
and splash aprons are finished in 
the same color. Aluminum step 
plates on the rear fender and spring 
horn provide entry to the rumble 
seat compartment. 

A deep, narrow radiator with 


German silver shell and a unique 
radiator cap and vertical shutters 
lend much to the forward view of 
the car. Large nickeled cone type 


headlamps are stanchion mounted 
close to the radiator, and are 
braced by a monogram; ickel 
plated tie rod. A _ nickel plated 
surcingle with integral cowl lamps 
forms a junction of the hood and 
cowl. The compartments are fin- 
ished in pillow type pigskin up- 
holstery, and the top is of khaki 
trimmed with leather. Instru- 
ments are grouped in an indi- 
rectly lighted single glass oval on 
a two-tone Buri wainut panel, 
striped with ivory. 

Equipment includes 18-inch, thin 
grip, ribbed composition rubber 
steering wheel with aluminum spi- 
der, rear-view mirror, windshield. 
cleaner, Johnson lock, Lockheed 
four-wheel brakes, Ross. steering 
and rubber pads on brake and 
clutch pedals.

In Detroit district, the con- 


ditions of the automotive industry 

seem generally satisfactory. with a 
few exceptions. Plants report per- 
sistent activity, but there is prob- 
ably less overtime. June is ex- 

pected to bring about a definite 
lessening of production, for the 
rush cannot last forever. It is ex- 
pected that the present bu’k of un- 

filfed orders will be diminished as 
the demand lessens from present 
volume. 

The week's increase in employ- 
ment in Detroit was 533, materially 
less than the average for some weeks 
past. Present employment by the 
associated manufacturers here 
amounts to 257,032. or 32,462 more 
than were working here a year ago 
in about the same plants. The men 
being taken on are skilled crafts- 
men, and some labor is being laid 
off at the plants 

Ford employment has reached a 
new recent high of 113,083. This is 
made up of 75.858 men at Fordson, 
32,511 at Highland Park and 4,714 
at the Lincoln factory. This total 
is somewhat above the 1926 peak 
and is more than 50,000 in 
of the number employed last sum- 
mer. The natural question is, why 
does it take so many men to make 
so comparatively few cars? The 
factory reports continued addition 
to the assembly lines, but the daily 
output is still well below what was 
announced as the figure for the end 
of May. It does not seem possible 
that the promised output of 5,000 
daily by July 1 is among the possi- 
bilities of manufacture. 

Production on the Ford Fordor se- 
dan has gotten under way at the 
Fordson plant, and its manufacture 
will be extended to other assembly 
lines as speedily as possible. 

The company has sent out tenders 
for making forgings and other parts 
by outside companies, and reports 
from some of the assembly centers 


nishing parts in required volume to 
make the manufacture of complete 
vehicles possible. 

In the state. employment re- 
mains at high figures, with Olds- 
mobile at a peak of 6,235 men, in- 
cluding the Fisher Body operation, 
which is confined to furnishing 
bodies for Olds Motor Works.

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New Car Sales Climbi ing Slowly i in Philadelphia District” 


April Shows 
Gain of 135 


Over Y ear Ago

HILADELPHIA, May 26.—Sales 
are creeping up, though some- 

what slowly, in the new car field 
in this territory, and distributors 
and dealers are evidencing con- 
siderable encouragement over the 
outlook. The season, thus far, has 
been cold, stormy and backward 
generally, which naturally has 
had a deterrent effect on sales 
among the dealers, but in spite 
of that, the first three months of 

the present year have made a. 
slightly better showing than the 
corresponding months of 1927 
And April, 1928, was better than 
April, 1927. to the extent of 1535 
cars. 

One of the bright spots is the fact 
that the medium-priced automobile 
apparently is coming into its own 
again, and another is that high- 
priced cars on which the figures 
have been alluringly dropped also 
are showing better sales volumes 
than for some time. With the ex- 
ception of the Chevrolet, which is 
maintaining its strong lead, low- 
priced cars are barely holding their 
own 


In the high-priced division, Pack- 
ard, Cadillac and  Pierce-Arrow 
— are showing improvement in 
Saies. 

Cars that led in the April selling 
are as follows: Chevrolet, 1.219 
units sold as compared with 885 in 
April, 1927; Essex, April, 1928, 291 
units, and April, 1927, 268 units: 
Buick, April, 1928, 279 units. and 


April, 1927, 355 units; and Pontiac, 
April, 1928, 209 units as against 180 
Units sold in April, 1927. 

With the exception of certain low- 
priced makes of cars, an overstock 
in the used car division still obtains. 

Continued good sales volume in 
the line of shop equipment serve to 
keep the larger accessories jobbers 
cheerful. 


Canadian Rubber | 
Firms Protest Any 


Changes in Tariff. 


Montreal, May 28—In support of 
their contention that the rubber 
manufacturers of Canada have not 
used the tariff protection they enjoy 
to enhance the price of their goods, 
the Association of Canadian Rubber 
Firms submitted briefs to the tariff 
advisory board, which were under 
consideration at a recent session of 
the board. 

There are about 7 per cent. higher 
prices on tires in this country. The 
companies declined to disclose their 
costs, their representatives said. 

The Consumers’ League is asking 
for a reduction in the tariff on rub- 
ber goods, claiming that the protec- 
tion, ranging from 20 to 30 per cent., 
is too high. 

It was contended on behalf of the 
rubber manufacturers that the larg- 
est pneumatic tire plant in Canada 
produced from 8,000 to 8,500 tires a 
day, whereas the largest plant in the 
United States produced 52,000 per 
day. This increased production en- 
abled the big firms in the United 
States to produce at lower prices 
than in Canada. Protection had to 
be maintained for Canadian firms 
if they were to survive the competi- 
tion of these big foreign concerns, it 
was urged. 

Arthur Hanay, secretary of the 
Rubber Association, was. examined 
as to the brief he had submitted, 
and he contended that a reduction 
in the duties would enable the 
United States manufacturers to get 
by the dumping act and flood the 
Canadian market when under stress 
in their own country.

Germany has not done much yet 
with installment buying of motor 
cars. The country. is not used to 
deferred payment buying and does 
not take readily to the idea. Ger- 
man dealers are, however, educating 
the public, and Dr. Scholz believes 
that installment buying will become 
an important factor in the market 
before very long. 

Automobile manufacturers in 
Germany up to this time have not 
paid much attention to helping 
their dealers. They do not follow 
through with them as American 
manufacturers do. The dealer there 
gets the cars from the factory and 
is left pretty much to his own re- 
sources as regards disposing of 
them. Manufacturers are awaken- 
ing to their mistake in this and 
much closer relations between fac- 
tories and dealers are likely to re- 
sult.
